tion. 
Sheets of Imported white silk 
of the m ost delicate fabric, large 
enou gh to give an ample m argin or 
border to su rrou nd the docu ment to 
be preserved, are then placed 
011 
each side of the record and pressed. 
The pressu re cau ses the silk to a d ­ 
here closely to the docu ment which 
is then treated to a coating of paraf- 
iine for the pu rpose of bringing ou t 
and m aking more legible the writing 
thereon. 
This process seals the doc­ 
u m ent perm am m tly from any d a n­ 
ger of disintegration or fading of 
the ink, and also is a protection 
against insects or mice, which m ight 
prey u pon the ancient records.

There are three ways in which physi­ 
cians undertake cases. 
First, 
by 
w h at they term “ experim ent” t r e a t­ 
m ent; next, chemical, and lastly, op­ 
erative treatm ent. 
The little bov or 
g irl (and no child is received over 
fourteen years of ag e) is placed on 
brown p ap er and the outlines of his 
leg s are traced; this determines how 
serious the defect is. 
If the baby is 
young , eig ht months or two years, 
and its bones are soft, the first 
m ethod is prescribed, which con­ 
sists of keeping the little one in bed 
and rubbing its leg s with firm p re s­ 
sure until the bones yield and take 
their normal position. 
This can be 
done only with those still in infancy. 
If the child is three to four years 
old mechanical tr e a tm e nt is g iven; 
the leg s are either p u t into stc(4 
braces, which correct the misplace­ 
m ent in the bones l)y continual p res­ 
sure, or, if the defect is slig ht, shoes 
are built u]> on the soles to throw | 
the leg s into the rig h t ang le. 
A fter four years the bones usually 
are hardened, and it would take a 
tedious time to straig h ten them l)v 
braces, so the operative trea tm e nt 
is g iven. 
The leg s are bndum. 
This sf‘cms a sta rtling statem ent, 
and sounds very criad to tlie clxild, 
bu t the doctors think nothing of the 
operation, and p arents have beg un 
to realize how harinl(*ss it is. and do 
not protest so violently as a t first. 
The eliild is i)ut under ('tlKU', the 
body laid on the operating table, the 
leg s strapped, and the liones bi*ol:en 
by a chisel and mallet. 
A keen 
knife is used to open a little slit in 
the skin, and the small chisel is in­ 
serted delicately in between the a r ­ 
teries, reaching the bones easily and 
quickly, for the larg e bone is near 
the skin below the knee, and when 
securely resting on it the chisel is 
ham m ered throug h. 
The broken bones are then placed 
in their correct position with the 
least trouble, a dressing ])ut on and 
the leg incased in plaster of paris. 
Of course, l)oth leg s arc operated on 
in the same manner. Scarcely any 
blood is shed, there is no dang er, it 
being unnecessary th a t even fever 
should result, and in fonr wucks the 
child 
is sent home 
cured.
